RODGERS TO MAKE 
A SECOND START 


Engine Wrecked in Fell at. Mid- 
-dletown, and He Will Get 
New Biplane in New York.

MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., Sept. 18.—In 
attempting to resume his flight to the 
Pacific Coast this morning, C. P. Rod- 
gers crashed into a tree and fell with 
his aereplane 35 feet to the ground.

WARD PLIES AT 
80-MILE SPEED 











CORNING, N. Y., Sept. 18.—After fly- 
ing to a point above this city from 
Owego at a ‘speed approximating 9% 
miles an hour, James J. Ward, the 
aviator, who is striving to cress the 
continent, was compelled to descend 
in a neighboring field when a broken 
feed pipe caused all his lubricating oil 
to leak away. He covered the 56 miles 
in 48 minutes. 

Ward left Owego at 10:42 o'clock this 
morning with his engine working per- 
fectly and under ideal weather» condi- 
tions. Just before he left he was in- 
formed of the accident which _ had 
halted his rival, C. P. Rodger , at 
Middiétown, N. Y. 

“That’s tough luck,” he said, and 
added: ‘I know just how he feels.”’ 

After. leaving Owego Ward followed 
the tracks of the Erie railroad. He 
passed over Elmira, 36 miles from the 
starting point? at 11:31 o’clock at a 
speed which permitted that city to have 
but a fleeting glimpse of his machine.

Russian Premier Unable to Rally 
From Hemorrhages Following 
- Assassin’s Shot.

The failure of the heart was attributed 
to the drain of internal hemorrhages. 
Since noon his condition has been known 
to be hopeless, and hig death only @ 
question of time. 

The patient had appeared to improve 
until late Saturday, when peritonitis 
set in. 

Yesterday the Premier showed no im- 
provement and a bulletin issued last 
midnight said that the patient still ex- 
hibited symptoms of peritonitis. 

Early today the patient took grape 
juice and ice cream. Before this he 
had been fed with wine and black coffee. 

His Wife at Bedside. 

At 6 o’clock this morning Mme. Stoly- 
pin was called to the bedside, where 
Governor-General Trepoff was watching 
unremittingly. Prof. Rein did not dap- 
prove of the presence of others of the 
family in the sick chamber. ; 

The Jews are departing from the city 
precipitously, in fear of anti-svewish 
riots.

The: patient experienced a long periou 
of lethargy during the day. 

At 1:80 in the afternd@n it was stated 
that the patient’s condition was becom- 
ing worse from minute to minute.

The pulse for 
a brief period slowed down and then 
rose with renewed violence. The medi- 
cal means to relieve the Premier®were 
unavailing. 

One hundred and fifty arrests of law- 
yers and other acquaintances of Dmitry 
Bogroff, the man who shot Stolypin, 
have been made in Kiev. 


Assassin Despondent. 

Bogroff talked freely today and fur- 
nished the authorities valuable ciews. 
The original confident behavior of the 
prisoner has given place to despondency 
and he is now receiving medical treat- 
ment. 

Among the versions of the circum- 
stances leading up® to’ the crime and 
which must be investigated is the as- 
sertion that Bogroff belonged to a new 
autonomous revolutionary group, the 
aim of which is to assassinate individ- 
ual statesmen. In the course of the 
questioning Bogroff declared he held 
M. Stolypin as one of the most per- 
nicious men of the state. 

Another version is that the revolu- 
tionaries put Bogroff who, according 
to the police had been filling the dual 
role of revoluttonary agent and police 
spy, in a dilemma where he had to kill 
Stolypin or be himself killed. 

Rally a Brief One. 

The early examinations made of the 
wounds inflicted on the Premier by 
Dmitry Bogroff led to hope for an early 
recovery. The development of unfa- 
vorable symptoms followed a few hours 
after the patient had made a most 
wopeful erally. 

The rally followed immediately the 
removal of the bullet by the surgeons 
in an effort to relieve the Premier of 
the pain of which he complained 
throughout Saturday night. Several 
times Saturday night the Premier had 
murmur 

“I feel death stealing upon me!’’ 

The operation was entirely successful. 
The Premier experienced relief and 
cheerfully talked with his attendants, 
inquiring of current events and com- 
menting on the appearance of his as- 
sailant. . 

“The little fellow was awfully pit'- 
ful as he came up to me in the thea- 
ter,” said Stolypin. “He was pale ani 
bowed—a sorry figure.” 4 
But the favorable symptoms did not 
last long. f£oon the patient’s pulse be- 
gan to mount alarmingly, and unmié- 
takable symptoms of peritonitis set in. 
Some of the physicians were incliine& 
to regard the dropping temperature as 
an unfavorable sign, tndicating that the 
patient’s system.was yielding to the 
septic poisoning without the struggle 
which would be marked by a rise in 
temperature. 

Tortured by niccomahs: 
The patient was nervous from the 
start; the arrival and presence of his 
wife agitated him and Saturday night 
he was tortur.* by frequent attacks of 
hiccoughing. ~ 

The bullet which the doctors extract- 
ed was of huge caliber and proved to 
have been purchased in Berlin. The 
head was deformed from ‘striking the 
Vladimir cross, which adorned Stoly- 
pin’s breast. 

At 9 o'clock this morning the physi- 
cians issued the following bulletin: 

“Since last. night the weakening of 
the activity of the heart has taken a 
threatening form. The peritoneal in- 
flammation shows no marked changes. 
Temperature 98.6. Pulse 132. The get 
eral condition of the patient is berious.”

cized in a sermon delivered Sunday, by 
Father James J. O’Brien, before ‘the 
congregation at St. Margaret’s Catho- 
lic Church, Vandeventer and Filad ave- 
nues. Before the church stood about 
forty automobiles in which members of 
the parish had arrived. The parish in- 
cludes the Tower Grove and Reservoir 
Park districts, with the exclusive Flora 
and Hawthorne boulevards. 
Father O’Brien contrasted the eager- 
ness of many of his parishioners to pay 
fer seeing moving picture shows two 
or three times a week, with their re- 
luctance to perform their financial Gu- 
ties to the church. 

He Reminds Parishioners. 
‘I wish to remind you,” he said, “of 
what I have often told you befote—that 
this church does not belong to St. Mar- 
garet's eparish, but to the St. Louis 
Union Trust Co. It will continue to be- 
long to the trust company unless you 
are more generous in your contribu- 
tions.”’ 

“Ag an example of your generosity,” 
he continued, ironically, ‘‘I will tell you 
about a man, well-groomed, who came 
to this church with his wife, daughter 
and son. He entered with a pompous 
air, and took possession, with his family, 
of a pew, in which they left no room for 
anyone else. - 

“But when the .collection box was 
passed, he felt in his vest pocket, pulled 
out a slick nickel and dropped it in the 
box. I’m tired of getting slick nickels. 
I don’t want any more of them: I ex- 
pect every adult member to give at least 
a dime, and hundreds of you can give 
B cents. 

Can Afford a Quarter. 

“IT know you can afford to give a 
quarter, because many of you go to 
moving picture shows two or three times 
a week. You are nevér late at the pic- 
ture shows, but you straggle in here 
from 10 to 15 minutes behind time. In- 
stead of giving slick nickels or Cimes 
some of you give nothing. 

‘*To the boys and girls I will say that 
we don't want your pennies. You shoud 
give 5 cents each. 

‘‘We have a $5000 note to meet Thurs- 
Gay. If our finances do not improve 
we shall start a system of charging 
pew rent.” ;

BISHOP ASKS FOR BRAWN 





KALAMAZOO, Mich., Sept. 18.—In an 
address here before a large audience 
of preachers and laymen who are at- 
tending the annual conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, Bishop 
William A. Quayle made a plea @& 
greater virility among pastors.

“For instance, take the instance cited 
by a Federal Circuit Judge in whicn he 
said that under the literal construction 
of the statute which must be enforced, 
if there were two persons doing a 
wagon-express business across a state 
line and they united in a partnership, 
the union in the partnership would be 
a restraint in interstate trade in viola- 
tion of the statute. Such a result is 
really a reductio ad absurdum, and no 
one who was in favor of making the 
statute effective for the pusposesg for 
which it was passed, and had any intel- 
ligent appreciation of what the statute 
was intended to accomplish-and what it 
meant, would contend for such a con- 
struction. 

“It is true that in one of the decisions 
of the Supreme Court there was a state- 
ment made that the term ‘reasonable’ 
could not be introduced into the statute 
because Congress had not put it there, 
but the very same court, and the very 
same judge, when a case arose present- 
ing a restraint of trade that must be 
condemned as unlawful if a literal mean- 
ing were to be given to the statute, said 
in so many words that it must be rea- 
sonably construed, and that it must not 
be held to include contracts that were 
merely incidental restraints of trade and 
were not made for that purpose. 


Case’ of the Steamboats. 


some steamboats that did an interstate 
business on the Ohio River. He wished 
to sell out. He did sell out, and tn the 
sale of the steamboats he wished to sell 
the good will of the line which he had 
been running. Accordingly he stipu- 
lated that he would not himself engage 
in that business between those same 
points for a certain number of years. 
This was interstate business, and his 
contract was in restraint of trade, but 
the Supreme Court held that it was a 
mere incidental restraint, i. e., incident- 
al to the sale of the good will; and so 
was hot within the statute. 


“This would have been the same at 
common law, where from time immemo- 
rial such a restraint as this has been 
held to be reasonable because limited 
to the necessity of preserving the good 
will which the vender was selling, and 
which but for such an agreement eee 
be worth nothing. 


“In other words, the Supreme ik 
ote oc as geile con-

as properly enforceable by courts of 
both law and equity. 

‘“T repeat again that in spite of all 
the denunciations that we have heard 
of the decisions of the Supreme Court 
in the Standard Oil and the Tobacco 
cases, there is not one who has criti- 
cised them: that can formulate a con- 
tract in restraint of trade that ought 
to come within the statute that does not 
ecorae within it under the decision’ of the 
Supreme Couri. 

“It is said that the Supreme Court 
as read something into the statute that 
was not thére before; that it has in- 
perted the word ‘reasonable’ before re- 
straints of trade, when the same court 
had said that this could not be properly 
done, because Congress had evidently 
not intended to include such a limiting 
word in the statute. This is not fair to 
the.court. It is true that the court, in 
the early days of the construction of 
the statute, had said that it could not 
limit the statute in effect by excluding 
from its operation what was deemed rea- 
sonable at common law. 

“But as other cases arose it found 
it necessary to make exceptions to the 
literal operation of the words ‘restraint 
of trdde,’ and it did so by excepting 
what was minor, or incidental, “Or. Andi- 
rect, and including only thase: vases 
where the chief object of the contract 
or combination was the restraint. In 
doing so the court said that it must 
give the statute a. reasonable construc- 
tion and not one leading to absurd or 
ridiculous results. 

Exceptions Treated. 

‘In the last two cases the court did 
not change the substance of the reason- 
ing and svope of the previous decisions, 
but only treated the exceptions previ- 
ously termed ‘incidental and indirect,’ 
as excluded from the operation of the 
statute in the light of reason, i. e., in 
conformity to the evil sought to be 
reached. 

“‘Now, in what way has this injured 
the public weal? What combina- 
tions oor arrangements can es- 
cape under this interpretation 
that any sensible man would wish to 
have condemned? 

“Did the court not 
Standard Oil Co., the father of all 
trusts, in the history of which every 
form of criminal illegality was prac- 
ticed? Did it not, on the other hand, 
condemn the Tobacco trust, of much 
later origin and framed under the ad- 
vice of curning counsel for the very 
purposes of evading the condemnation 
of the statute and at the same time se- 
curing and enjoying the monopoly the 
framers of the statute intended to pre 
vent and punish. 

“Let me renew again the invitation 
to any of the vociferous critics of the 
decision of the Supreme Court to use 
their legal imaginations and state the 
facts of a case not condemned within 
the rule of construction put upon the 
statute by the Supreme Court, but in- 
cluded within their construction of it, 
which reasonable men would: think it 
wise or proper te make criminai.”’

Majesty of the Law. 

The court. he said, had met the issues 
and the queries, had vindicated the 
‘majesty of the law, and illustrated the 
wonderfu] elasticity and adaptability of 
a remedy by injunction in equity. At 
the same time it had manifested due re- 
gard for the welfare of the innocent 
business man and the community at 
large, who would have been made to 
suffer by the confiscation of the prop- 
erty involved in the combinations con- 
demned by the court. 

The court had shown such courage in 
the enforcement of the anti-trust statute, 
Ihe said, that every American ought to 
be proud that we have such a tribunal. 
It is now enforcing decrees dividing the 
Standard Oil and Tobacco’ trusts into 
competing component parts: These de- 
cisions were needed, he said, to teach 
the business public that we have not 
passed beyond the possibility. of free 
competition as consistent with proper 
business growth, or that we § have 
reached a time when only regulated 
monopoly and the fixing of prices by 
governmental authority are consistent 
with future progress. 

Law Slow But Sure. 

The President said that we had’ got 
along with competition, and without 
monopoly, and that we can still get 
along with competition and without 
monopoly, and that the business men 
of the country must square themsélves 
to that necessity. Either that, he said, 
or State socialism, with power vested 
in the Government to run every busi- 
ness. The decision of the Supreme 
Court, he contended, was in the highest 
interest of the public, and he was giad 
to see that business men who have 
been violating the trust law were puit- 
ting their houses in order and giving 
up the idea that it is necessary to con- 
trol markets to make profits.

Decided Both Ways. 

Cut at Niles, Mich., the Kimmel fam+ 
ily’s former home, the populace is di- 
vided.

FOOT UNDER TRAIN 


Caught by Switch: Frog He Holds 
Body Outside Rails as En- 
gine Passes.

1ail. Then I saw the engine approach- 
ing. I shouted and whistled, but the en- 
gine did not stop. 

Waited for Train to Strike. 

“I pulled and twisted my foot, but 1 
couldn’t get my foot out of my shoe 
or the shoe out of the frog. So, to keep 
from: being killed outright, I leaned as 
far outside the track as I could, and 
waited for the engine to strike my foot. 

“T must have fainted the instant the 
train struck, for I have no clear recol- 
lection of the accident. I remember 
the scene afterward, when they took me 
away from the track, with my foot 
crushed.” 

Neighbors eathored about the scene of 
the accident, and angry words were 
spoken to the engineer, Thomas Gal- 
lagher, who protested that he had not 
been able to stop.

Louis Glavis, an ex-chief of the fiela 
division of the Land Office, had been 
sustained. 

Representative James of Kentucky of- 
fered an amendment. providing for the 
removal of Secretary Ballinger from of. 
fice. Mr. Madison accepted the amend. 
ment and the Democratic members of 
the sommittee and Representative Madi. 
son veted or it. 

Representative Madison had rot been 
in good health for a year. He was a 
sufferer from stomach trouble but at 
no time had his condition veen aiarm- 
ing. At ihe time of his death he was 
preparing to accompany President Tait 
on’ his cour through Kansas next week. 

Representative Madison was attacked 
while eating breakfast with his wife. 
Death was almost instantaneous. Fol- 
lowing the attack he was unable to 
speak.

Clared He Could Talk With 
Spirits, Once. Broker.

MADE AND LOST FORTUNE 


Feud With the Late Corwin H. 
Spencer Brought Him Wide 
Note. 


Austin E. Babcock, for many years 
a figure on the Merchants’ Exchange on 
account of his feud with the late Cor- 
win H. Spencer, and later the chief 
informant in the campaign which put 
bucket shops out of business in St. 
Louis, died Sunday afternoon at the 


Grand Central Hotel, after an illness 
of five months. He once had been 
wealthy, but he died poor, owing to 
speculation. He was 70 years old. 

Babcock was eccentric, and would not 
permit a physician to attend him until 
it was too late for medical ‘aid. He 
believed he could converse with spirits, 
and often said that he had daily talks 
with a spirit whose name on earth 
had been Amelia Bauer. He, said she 
had died at the age of 6. - 

Amelia advised Babcock in all he did, 
hé declared, and helped him gather the 
information on which the bucketshop 
prosecutions were based. He said she 
sat on his shoulder tn the grand jury 
room and whispered to him while he 
testified. He always left a window of 
his bedroom open because, he said, the 
spirit had told him material barriers 
were as impassable for her as for per- 
sons in the flesh. 

Babcock came to St. Louis in 1896, after 
amassing a fortune in Kansas City and 
in Norborne, Mo., trading in grain, and 
applied for admittance to the Merchants’ 
Exchange. Prior to that he had had a 
personal encounter with Spencer, and 
the certificate of membership was re- 
fused. 

Babcock did curb trading, and was re- 
reatediy arrested at the instance of 
members on *’Change, but he beat the 
cases in court. 

At the age of 50 Babcock married Miss 
Anna Rausch, daughter of a grain brok- 
er, who survives*him. The body will be 
cremated, as was his wish. The funeral 
will be Tuesgay.

George Beban as Pietro Massena 
Places Himself in David War- 
field’s Class. 


BIG. EMOTIONAL APPEAL 





An Absolute and Daring Natural- 
ness of Method Characterizes 
Star’s Work. 


By RIPLEY D. SAUNDERS. 


FINE simplicity is the keynote of 

George Beban’s work in his four- 

act drama entitled “The Sign of 
the Rese,” which began a week's en- 
gagement at the Olympic last night. 


It. was this same sincere regard for 
naturalness that accounted for the in- 
stant and permanent vaudeville success 
of the ene-act play bearing the same 
title, from which was made the more 
ambitious dramatic structure now prom- 
ising to become one of the legitimately 
memorable triumphs of the present sea- 
son. 


In the role of Pietre Massena, an 
Italian peasant now become a street la- 
borer in New York City, around whose 
own brief tragedy of a little motherless 
daughter slain by an automobilé is set 
the bigger melodrama of a rich man’s 
kidnaped child, involving the innocent 
Italian in its web of circumstantial evi- 
dence, Mr. Beban reveals his possession 
of emotional power so genuine as to 
place him beside David Warfield in the 
poignancy of stroke with which he plays 
upon. the heart-strings of his audience. 

This power of gripping the tenderer 
imagination of an ordinarily callous hu- 
manity, manifested but for one fleeting 
moment in the original playlet,.is now 
three tim@s felt under the ampler op- 
portunity of Mr. Beban’s enlarged ver- 


sion of his vaudeville offering. 

Its first fully convincing revelation

The second of these moments is en- 
countered in the third act, where Pie- 
tro, tempted into entering a “swagger’’ 
New York flower-shop to buy ‘a rése 
‘which he longs, in the heartache of 
sudden and overwhelming grief, to place 
on the breast of his dead child, uncon- 
sciously givés the signal that causes 
him to be accused of the kidnaping of 
the rich man’s little daughter. 

The third moment of compelling 
emotionalism makes itself felt from a 
silent stage in the fourth act, when 
Pietro, mutely busied in préparation 
for his lonely return to Italy, ties up 
in a.little bundle the few toys and 
ragged clothing of his child, kissing her 


and then stumbles, almost blindly, to 
the door through which he makes the 
final exit that brings dewn the last 
‘curtain of the evening. 


is strong temptation, to the more or 
less uninspired player, for an excess 
of effort in the direction of “making 
sure” of the fullest possible emotional 
effect. It is precisely here that Mr. 
Beban’s sincerity is most irresistibly 
revealed... 

Apparently it is not in him to. “strain’’ 
for results which, he feels, must come 
inherently from the naturalness of the 
character and the essential dramatic 
appeal of the situatien, if they come 
at all. He is, for the time being, Pietro 
Massena, a simple soul in ‘the clutch ef 
tragedy, and he sends across the foot- 
lights, sheerly by being that which the 
story demands, all the deep pit:fulness 
and tragic grip of one’s soul that 
would be inseparable from such a scene 
in real life. 

For which good and sufficient reason, 
therefore, I felt at the close of last 
night’s Olympic performance that a new 
and very big emotional actor had then 
and there made his appearance in Amer- 
ican drama on the legitimate stage, 
and it is in this aspect that I commend 
the star of "The Sign of the Rose” to 
his public. He is set as the central fig- 
ure of a play so simple in essentials 
that its very simplicity may fool more 
than one appraising mind into an un- 
der-estimate of its rightful value. - It 
is the big public, however, which ren- 
ders the final verdict on all plays—and 
last night’s Olympic audience surren- 
dered itself to this play's story’ and 
to the magnetism of the Pietro Massena 
of Mr. Beban’s playing as I have not 
seen an audience thus respond since 
that first evening. when “The Music 
Master’ of David Warfield’s playing 
held a crowded Garrick house dumb and 
tense with the overwhelming potency of 
its emotional appeal.
